Represen­ 
tative Johnson said he was of tin* 
opinion that the business of the 
department was being conducted 
on as efficient and economical basis 
as was possible under the existing 
conditions, and that he was favor­ 
ably impressed with the co-opera* 
tio of the department. He said he 
was pleased with the frank, hon 
eat and open statement of the men 
who had testified in the hearing. 
He declared that the committed 
had found absolute harmony am 
СО-operation existing between the 
Live Stock Commission and th« 
United States Bureau of Anima 
Industry. 
Asked if the committee wouh 
make any 
recommendations 
re 
garding the department, Chairman 
Johnson said as far as they had 
gone th ey had found nothing that 
indicated 
any 
recommendation* 
he made regarding 
this depart 
ment that would not apply to all 
other edpartments of the state. He 
said he was of the opinion the com­ 
mittee would recommend that all 
state departmncts be removed as 
far as possible from the influence 
of state politics, so that a reorgan­ 
ization of the departments would 
not be necessary every two or four 
years. 
He declared the Livestock 
Commission was as free from par­ 
tisan politics as it could be under 
the present system and that it ap­ 
peared the men employed were 
chosen for efficiency, as far as was 
practical. 
The investigation committee is 
composed of Representative John­ 
son, chairman of the committee, 
Senator Decherd and Representa­ 
tive McDoura.—Fort Worth Star- 
Telegram.

The morning of September 2, 
we went out to the place for the 
purpose of selecting 50 of the best 
layers from the entire flock of 24b 
birds. It took us about three hours 
to handle the birds, and notice 
their egg laying 
eharaet« ri»ties. 
We placed the 60 selected layers 
in a pen and yard by themselves. 
The remaining 199 were placed in 
a pen and yard by 
theiuoalvca. 
From September 2, until October 
fi, the 50 selected birds layed 470 
eggs, or an average of 13 3 4 eggs 
per day. The 199 remaining birds 
of the original flock of 249 birds, 
laid during the same length of 
time only 522, or an average of 
15 3-4 eggs per day. It may also 
be interesting to learn that the se 
lee ted 50 birds, each laid an aver 
age of 9 2-5 eggs during the 34 
days. 
The 199 remaining birds, 
as picked out as poor layers, dur­ 
ing the same period an dlength 
of time, each laid an average ot 
2 2-3 eggs.
